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Nixon Critical Following Phlebitis Operation 


Former President 


Goes Into Shock. 


After Undergoing 


Emergency Surgery 


LONG BEACH. Calif. (API — Former 
President Richard M. Nixon was in critical 
condition Tuesday night and under the care of 
special nurses after going into shock for three 
hours following surgery for phlebitis. 
President Ford said he was praying for 
Nixon’s recovery, and the former president's 
wife and two daughters were staying near 
Nixon’s bedside. 
Dr. Eldon Hickman, who performed 
Nixon’s surgery which had been described as 
successful during the day, planned to stay 
with Nixon through the night. 
Nixon’s personal physician. John C. 
Lungren, said in a statement that Nixon's 
blood pressure — which fell when apparent 
postsurgica! bleeding triggered the shock — 
“was stable now. His vascular system is also 
stable.” 
But he added that Nixon had a •"somewhat 
elevated pulse rate” and a low fever . 
“He is under the care of specialized, inten­ 
sive care nurses and his surgeon. Dr. Eldon 
Hickman, is remaining near him for the 
night,” Lungren said.

Watergate burglar G. Gor­ 
don Liddy “that he was 
dissatisfied with the product 
Liddy was producing from 
wiretaps and photographs.”

Mitchell “he was going to

although the quantity was not revealed. 
Treatment of Nixon’s kind of shock usually 
involves giving massive amounts of blood — 
from seven to nine pints. 
Telephone calls from across the nation 
were flooding the switchboard at Memorial 
Hospital Medical Center, with “the callers 
offering their personal best wishes and sym­ 
pathies,” said a hospital spokesman. 
The spokesman said many callers offered 
to donate blood to the former president. 
President Ford “expressed his deep per­ 
sonal concern for the former President’s 
health and said he prayed for Mr. Nixon's full 
recovery,” White House Press Secretary Ron 
Nessen told newsmen returning to Washing­ 
ton with Ford after a trip to Michigan. 
Nessen said Ford was told of Nixon's con­ 
dition by White House physician William 
Lukash during the visit. Nessen also said 
Ford had no plans to visit Nixon while in Los 
Angeles during a campaign appearance Wed­ 
nesday. 
Nixon's two married daughters arrived 
from the East Coast only minutes before

Get-Tough 
Attitude is 
Pondered 
WASHINGTON (AP) - 
President Ford signaled a 
get-tough attitude to hold 
down oil imports and said 
Tuesday he “will be open to 
suggestions” for revising his 
anti-inflation program if the 
economy continues to falter . 
In a wide-ranging news 
conference, Ford also repor­ 
ted progress in nuclear arms 
limitation talks with the 
Soviet Union, reaffirmed his 
support for vice presidential 
nominee 
Nelson 
A. 
Rockefeller and announced 
a shakeup in the federal 
energy hierarchy . 
Ford convened the sur­ 
prise White House news 'Con­ 
ference" about an hour after 
the government announced 
that 
leading 
economic 
indicators had taken the 
sharpest one-month plunge 
in 23 years. 
The first questioner cited 
that gloomy economic news 
and asked Ford whether he 
was ready to amend the 
anti-inflation program he 
announced earlier this mon­ 
th. 
Ford responded that he 
believes his proposals are a 
sound, “finely tuned ... con­ 
structive program” but said 
Congress must act on por­ 
tions of it.

Ford Drops 
Sawhill as 
Energy Boss 
WASHINGTON (AP) - 
President Ford announced 
Tuesday he is dropping 
Federal Energy Admin­ 
istrator John C. Sawhill an 
outspoken advocate of 
energy conservation, at the 
request of Interior Secretary 
Rogers C B Morton 
Ford said there were no 
“major policy differences 
involved — just “some dif­ 
ferences in approach or 
technique." 
But a spokesman for 
Friends of the Earth, a 
citizen environment group, 
called Sawhills removal 
"appalling . .. kowtowing to 
special interests’", and said 
it “signals the end for a 
tough regulatory energy 
conservation program which 
could have reduced cur 
dependence on foreign oil 
and helped to promote a 
clean environment.”

Index Indicates 
Bad Times 
Are Ahead 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The government 
reported Tuesday that its early warning 
system for the economy registered the shar­ 
pest drop in 23 years for September, raising 
the prospect of higher unemployment and 
idled productive capacity in the months 
ahead. 
President Ford described his economic 
program as adequate to deal with the threat . 
The Commerce Department said the 
decline in its index of leading indicators was 
2.5 per cent in September. It followed a 1.6 per 
cent drop in August and was the biggest drop 
since a 2.9 per cent dip in June 1951. 
The index is made up of a dozen economic 
factors selected for their tendency to move in 
advance of the economy as a whole. But since 
eight of the components involve dollar values 
for such things as prices, profits or orders, 
inflation tends to push the index up even when 
the economy slumps. 
The Commerce Department index was 4 
per cent ahead of a year ago. But the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Boston, which factors out the 
inflation in the figures, said its adjusted num­ 
bers show the index is 9.9 per cent behind a 
year ago. The monthly drop registered by the 
Boston bank was73.3 per cent. 
Deterioration of the leading indicators lent 
new weight to projections by economists,

Yankee ingenuity has always been a wondrous 
thing to behold and through the generations has 
made us the greatest industrial nation the world 
has so far known. Yet at times Yankee lusting

We are informed that after tugging and pulling 
for some time his foot suddenly slipped in, To his 
a m a ze ment his heel immediate 1 y came out 
through the rear seam and to the laughter of his 
friends he wiggled his stockinged toes with perfect 
freedom and in the open. The bootmaker was at 
once sent for and after a depressing moment he 
was seen to overcome his initial shock, and he 
offered an explanation. 
The boots had been manufactured in Yankee 
New7 England and were made for looks and quick 
sale, not for wear. They were normally not 
guaranteed by the seller. The trouble was their 
pegs had been used when they were green, and 
now they were so dried out they could not hold. 
“They could easily be wetted down at the bar,” 
the crowd suggested.

“I've known Heifetz since 
about 1929," said Victor, 
“and one day I found two or 
three paintings I knew he 
would be interested in. So I 
had some photographs made 
and I sent them to him in 
Europe One Sunday mor­ 
ning he phoned me and: 'he 
said he was interested in the 
paintings, but he'd have to 
see them. 
“So I said I'd ship them to 
him on approval. And then I 
sa id; ‘Incide nt a 11 y, Mr. 
Heifetz, now that we're1 
talking. I can t lei this oppor­ 
tunity go by without telling 
you how much you've 
enriched my life, and that of 
my wife. We love all great 
violinists, but yours, is. a 
special talent We d recog­ 
nize your playing at 40 
paces I don't know how to 
describe it. but you have a 
rich .,. velvety.,.. smooth.. 
beautiful quality. I know I 
don't describe it very well . 


“Heifetz broke in then and 
said: ‘You describe it very 
well. Keep talking, keep 
talking, keep talking .... 
Victor next told about the 
brilliant Yiddish novelist 
and pi ay w rig ht. Sholem 
Ascti, author of such works 
as “The Nazarene," “Song 
of the Valley." and 
“Children of Abraham " 
“When I was a child and 
lived in the Bronx, said Vic­ 
tor. “my father was, a very 
successfu l practicing 
physician. And. during the 
1920s our family used to 
summer at a hotel m New 
Jersey. Sholem Asch. who 
was about my father's age. 
also took his family there 
“Well, many years later, 
in the 1940s I was going to 
Europe by ship, and I 
walked into the writing 
room, There at a table sa! 
Sholem Asch. I walked up to 
him and said: Hello, Mr. 
Asch ’ He peered at me and 
said You know me** 
“We talked for a bit and he 
asked: ‘With whom are you 
traveling?’ I said; I'm 
traveling alone Then he 
thundered, ‘you're dining 
with me,’

Japanese monks who 


follow the Zen system of 
meditation gather in halls 
constructed .just for that pur­ 
pose. Most of us don't have 
meditation halls. But anyone 
can find a quiet place. This 
explanation of Jesus' own 
practice of seeking solitude 
is offered bv Father Henri 
Nouwen: 
‘*When you are awe to 
create a lonely place in the 
middle of your actions and 
concerns, your successes 
and failures slowly can lose 
some of their power over 
you. For then, your love for 
this world can merge with a 
compassionate understan­ 
ding of its illusions. Let us 
therefore live our lives totne 
fullest, but let us not forget, 
to leave the house once in a 
while and go to a lonely 
place.'" 
Much is made of 
breathing: 
‘ * A déla i d e G a rdner,. a 
long-time student of 
meditation, writes ‘A 
valuable concentration exer­ 
cise is to count the breaths, 
breathing easily, but as 
slowly as can be maintained, 
without physical strain' The 
mind is merely to be kept on 
the normal act of breathing 
and the breaths counted up 
to ten and then up to ten. 
again. When 30 breaths can 
be counted without any other 
thought except that of 
breathing, something about 
concentration of attention 
has been mastered." 
Other techniques 
“Candle exercise — Con­ 
centration is a very basic 
form of meditating. It is an 
acquired skill. One way to 
develop it is through our sen­ 
se of sight. Light a candle, 
then for a few moments 
c a r e f u l l y observe 
everything you possibly can 
about the flame — its patter­ 
ns. texture, movements, etc.

Often they are actually 
insights that have been able 
to surface once the troubled 
waters of the mind have 
been calmed The outer har­ 
mony of music can set in 
motion the inner harmony of 
our being. 
“Communion with. Nature 
— Walk around outside until 
you find something that 
holds your attention — a 
flower, a bird, a stone, a 
tree. Quietly study its every 
detail. Try to feel what the 
object must be like from the 
inside; to be a leaf fluttering 
in the breeze, or a bird 
observing you, instead of 
vice versa. 
“Scripture reading: Select 
a book of the Bible for a 
series of daily meditations 
Slowly read a short passage 
— aloud if possible. Remain 
in silence for a few momen­ 
ts. Your mind will begin to 
associate w hat you read with 
concerns that are important 
in your daily life . .. Accor­ 
ding to a. traditional Jewish 
method, as you reflect on.the 
reading, imagine you are 
one of the characters in the 
Biblical story. For example, 
picture yourself with Moses 
on Mount Sinai, Climb the 
mountain with him. try to 
feel as he felt when he 
encountered the Holy One of 
Israel and became the 
law-giver of the Hebrew 
people."

'Experiment' 
May Give You 
Cozy Winter

Some drafty old borough homes may be 
warm and cozy this winter, thanks to an 
energy saving experiment. 
An experimental borough program to cut 
the waste of energy by insulating homes of 
low income families, originally thought to 
be limited to 33 homes, has been expanded. 


Pottstown Borough Manager Joseph D. 
Banta, recently attended a day-long con­ 
ference in Harrisburg. He returned with 
what will be good news to some home 
owners of drafty houses. 
While the initial focus of the energy con­ 
servation efforts will be in the Beech Street 
Neighborhood Development Project area, 
others may benefit as well. 
The manager stressed the program will 


be voluntary. 
“ After we wait a reasonable time and if 
all of the money hasn't been used,” Banta 
explained, “ the program will be offered to 
others in the borough, ” 


It is funded by the Pennsylvania Depart­ 
ment of Community Affairs and is under­ 
way in several municipalities in the state. 
If it proves beneficial, Banta said, it will 
be expanded to all communities in the state. 


To be eligible for the program, a person 
must own or be buying his own home, and 
living in it. Family income must be below 
the federal level of income set to determine 
“low income groups.” 
Banta said the maximum income of an 
eligible person probably would be $4.000 to 
$5.000. 
If an eligible homeowner agrees to par­ 


ticipate, his home will be visited by mem-' 
bers of the borough’s inspection depart­ 
ment, and the energy conservation needs 
noted. 
Aimed primarily at the conservation of 
fuel by preventing heat loss, the plan is to 
provide adequate insulation, storm doors 
and windows, weather stripping and, when 
needed, minor repairs to heaters and fur­ 
naces to make them more efficient. 


Banta said his office received approval 
from the state agency for a $25,000 grant to 
fund the program in Pottstown. 
The only other area community selected 
for the project was the City of Coatesville, 
Chester County. 


That community will receive $15,000. 
A system of monitoring will be set up to 
see if the steps taken result in substantial 


savings in fuel costs by participants. 
Individual homeowners should realize a 
savings in their fuel costs and an increase in 
the value of the improved property. 
“ The state will be looking at the results of 
the experimental program very carefully,” 
said Banta, “ and if it works it will be 
instituted state-wide.” 
He stressed the voluntary nature of the 
program, and the priority given to citizens 
within the boundaries of the Beech Street 
Project. 
“ We will be sending a mailing to every 
property owner who lives in the project 
area, ” the manager added. 
“ And if they don’t take advantage of it, 
people in other sections of the borough will. 
I believe, however, that this will provide an 
incentive for the Beech Street area people, 
and that they will volunteer to participate. ”

Lungren’s statement. 
Nixon's top floor room is part of a 
completed intensive care unit. Nixon was 
originally put there for his security and 
privacy 
Earlier. Lungren said when Nixon went into 
shock a team of physicians administered 
“countershock measures for three hours until 
a stable vascular condition was once again 
restored. 
“The patient is still considered critical,” he 
said. 
Lungren said the serious complication was 
probably caused by “some retro—peritonaeal 
bleeding 
secondary 
to 
anticoagulation 
therapy.” 
The physician had said earlier that there 
was “somewhat more risk than normal” to 
the surgery because Nixon had been taking 
anticoagulant drugs which left him prone to 
uncontrolled bleeding, 
Lungren said after the surgery there was no 
excessive bleeding. 
“Replacement of blood loss and relaxation 
of anti-coagulation therapy was instituted.” 
Lungren said.

Lungren had called the operation a success 
and said that hopefully there would 'be no 
more complications from the phlebitis Nixon 
suffers in his left leg. 
At a news conference 30 minutes after the 
hour-long operation, Dr. Eldon Hickman, who 
performed it with two assisting surgeons, 
said, “Mr. Nixon is doing well. 
recovering 
in the normal manner.” 
The surgeon said Nixon had the usual 
postoperative effects — he was still groggy 
from general anesthesia and was being fed 
intravenously. 
Nixon’s ‘ doctors sidestepped 
questions 
about when he might be well enough to travel 
to Washington, D.C., to testify at the 
Watergate cover-up trial of five former 
political associates, 
He has been subpoenaed by both the defen­ 
se and prosecution. 
Hickman described Nixon’s surgery as 
“uneventful.” 
In the relatively simple operation, often 
performed on phlebitis patients, the small 
clip was inserted in the left groin area to par­ 
tially close off the main vein taking blood 
from the leg to the upper body. 
The clip permits blood to pass but not 
dangerously large clots. 
After such surgery most patients experien­ 
ce some temporary swelling of the leg, and an 
elastic support stocking may be needed for a 
time. 
During surgery, Secret Service agents 
guarded the operating room. 
Surgery was decided Monday night after 
doctors discovered a large clot in Nixon’s 


thigh Monday night. They feared it could 
break loose and travel to the heart or lungs, 
lodging there and causing death or severe 
damage. 
Lungren told a brief news conference after 
the surgery at Memorial Hospital Medical 
Center that the clots hopefully will be absor­ 
bed by the body in time.

anticoagulant drugs to combat the phlebitis, a 
vein inflammation, and will be examined 
periodically to insure there are no com­ 
plications, a hospital spokesman said. 
Hickman said Nixon, 61, probably will be 
hospitalized for another week and that con­ 
valescence at Nixon’s San Clemente home 
would take four to six weeks. 
The former president s operation began at 
5:30 a.m. None of his family was present at 
the hospital, but later Nixon aides said the 
former president’s wife, Pat, and his former 
White House secretary, Rose Mary Woods, 
had arrived to see Nixon.

That’s exactly how the bid­ 
ding went when A1 Sobel, the 
American Contract Bridge 
league's chief tournament 
director,,, held, the East cards. 
As he tells, 'the story in 'the' ACBL 
Bulletin, his partner was an 
exceptionally sound tedder, and 
Sobel had every good reason to 
sit back and wait for the shekels 
to come rolling in. 
The only trouble was that 
Sobel’s giant dream of affluence 
did not m aterialize. West 
certainly had solid values for 
his double of a spade, but they 
all. came to' naught.. West didn't 
take a trick, despite 'his 17 
points, and South, 'made 'three 
spades doubled. 
Declarer raffed the diamond 
lead, cashed the ace of hearts 
and ace of clubs, and ruffed a 
club in dummy. Then he ruffed 
a diamond, a club, another 
diamond and his last dub. 
By this time eight tricks had 
been played and declarer had 
woo them .all .Sobel still had. the 
A-Q-J-10-9 of trumps and South, 
with a. firm grip on. the K-6 of 
trumps, could not be stopped 
from scoring his ninth trick. 
The result by no means 
proved that Sobel had made a 
bad double — occasionally you 
must pay the piper in order to 
show a profit over the long run. 
Of course, Sobel got credit for 
his 100 honors — which may 
'have brought, him a, small 
measure of consolation. .All. the 
same, though, that’s just what 
he got buried with — honors!

American apple pie today 
is a far cry from the apple 
pie recipe that first saw 
cookbook print in the U.S.A. 


When I looked up the 
recipe in my copy of Amelia 
S i m m o n s ’s 
“ American 
Cookery,” the first cookbook 
w ritten by an American 
published in this country , I 
was in for a surprise No 
mention of what is now con­ 
sidered typical American 
apple pie — made with the 
sliced fruit 


Amelia, whose book was 
published in 1796 in Hart­ 
ford, Conn., and who was 


presumably a resident of 
that state, used applesauce 
in her recipe: “ Stew and 
strain the apples, to every 
three pints, grate the peal of 
a fresh lemon, adding cin­ 
namon, 
m ace, rosewater 
and sugar to your taste — 
and bake in paste.” 


In Massachusetts in the 
1800s, the applesauce pie had 
a different name. Called 
Marlboro Pie. the recipe was 
the same as Amelia's except 
for the addition of lemon 
jiuce and the omission of 
spices and rosewater . 


How that Marlboro Pie 
lasted, even though there 
was more changes ahead: In 
‘ ‘ T h e 
P o c u m t u c 


Housewife," a small cook­ 
book published in Deerfield. 
Mass., in 1897. the spelling of 
Marlboro is Marlborough 
and the recipe includes “a 
spoonful of butter'' and two 
eggs. 
In my opinion the Deer­ 
field Marlborough Pie is 
delectable and can rank up 
front with any oilier recipe 
for one of America's favorite 
desserts 
MARLBOROUGH PIE 
Flaky pie dough for a

It came 10 years after Ali 
had first won the title by 
knocking out Sonny Liston 
and seven years after he had 
the title stripped from him 
for refusing induction into 
the United States armed for­ 
ces. 


The knockout came at 2:58 
of the eighth round. 


Foreman seemed to be 
winning the eighth round 
when Ali backed him into a 
comer and landed a left and 
right to the head. Foreman 


took the count from referee 
Zack Clayton and Ali had 
won back his title. 
The defeat was the first 
ever for the 25-year-old 
Foreman, and the crowd of 
50,000 created a mob scene 
and 
went 
crazy. 
TTiir- 
ty-seven of Foreman’s pre­ 
vious 40 victories had been 
by knockout. 


But in the early morning 
hours in this equatorial 
African nation Foreman was 
simply no match for the 
32-year-old Ali. 


Foreman, whose right eye 
was beginning to close as the 
eight round began appeared 
to be very tired as the final 
round began. But he seemed 
to be winning that round 
until 
Ali 
unleashed the 
finishing flurry that must 
rank as his most spectacular 


accomplishment in a career 
with the unique and great in 
boxing. 
The fight opened with 
Foreman landing body pun­ 
ches as Ali tried to jab but 
seemed unable to keep the 
champion away. 
Then in the third round the 
pattern of the fight began to 
change as Ali would back to 
the ropes and shoot short left 
and rights to the head as 
Foreman began to finish up 
his body punches 
At the beginning of the 
fourth round Ali shot home 
six 
straight 
punches to 
Foreman’s head without an 
answer and again carried 
the round with his jabs and 
occasional right counters. 
In the fifth round Foreman 
again had Ali against the 
ropes for over a minute and 
worked at his head and body,

The victory made Mi, who

history. 
It also probably prolonged 
the career of Ali, who fought 
his first professional fight 
exactly 14 years before this 
predawn bout in Africa. 
Ali had said just before the 
fight he had a $10 million 
guarantee from an unnamed 
source "when I knock out 
George Foreman/’ 
Ali and Foreman each re­ 
ceived $5 million for the first 
heavyweight championship 
staged on the continent from 
where their ancestors came.

now ranks only among the 
challengers. 
And he may now have to 
wait awhile for a rematch 
with Ali.

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RAMS' U-TURN ON KADI IS A GAMBLE 
By MELVIN DURSLAG 
LOS ANGELES — 
As the favorite to represent the 
Nationoi Football Conference in the Super Bowl this 
season, the Los Angeles Rams are understandably ner­ 
vous. 


It is easier to land in the game coming from no place 
to sit there as the chalk, trying desperately to pre­ 
serve the illusion each week that you are not overrated. 
The Rams ascended to their exalted position on the 
leadership last season of John Hadl, who quarter­ 
backed the team' to a 12-and-2 record and won the 
decoration of Player of the Year. 
But the start this season was only so-so, a problem 
Los Angeles shared with Miami, Dallas, Washington, 
Denver and two or three others described as con­ 
tenders. 
By the end of the fifth game, the Rams were ready 
for a change. They summoned a relief man named 
James Harris, who had- been released by Buffalo, which 
confided that James had a fine arm, but didn't respond 
well to a crisis. 


O f course, during those years in Buffalo, every play 
was a crisis. 
Picked up by the Rams, he shuttled between the var­ 
sity and the taxi squad before finally getting his chance 
the other day against San Francisco. 
EARLY VERDICT 
The 49ers not only are a debilitated troop, but the 
luck of the Rams in the first 20 minutes was extraor­ 
dinary. Leaping in front 21-0, they got an early surren­ 
der from San Francisco, resulting in two amazing devel­ 
opments. 
First, Mr. Harris took office as starting quarterback. 
And second, Mr. Had! was dispatched to Green Bay for 
five draft choices. 
Thus, Los Angeles became the first team within recent 
recollection to disburden itself of a premier quarterback 
while roaring fa r the title at the height of the season.. 
On 
the 
strength of one good game by Harris, 
against a lollipop opponent, the Rams have chosen to 
roll the dice for enormous stakes. 
Is Harris the real article, or will he revert to his Buf­ 
falo form? What if he should be injured? His backup 
has even less experience. 
Obviously, one of two factors has dictated the think­ 
ing of the Ram1 ownership. Either it is absolutely clear in 
its mind that Hadl, now 34, is washed up, or it has 
been dazzled by numbers, convinced that five draft 
picks amount to a package no sane management can 
reject. 
DO IT NOW! 
The Law of George Allen contradicts this. In pro 
football, it states, you live for today, not tomorrow. 
It also holds that draft choices are a misleading com­ 
modity, especially in a society in which 26 teams are 
drafting. 
The Allen Law contends that one can da better trad­ 
ing fo r proven personnel than by trying to fill inside 
straights with rookies. 
Time will be the judge in the Hadl deal. If garrís de­ 
livers a conference championship, and the Rams have 
all the draftees besides,' the stroke will be hailed as 
Einsteinian. 
But if Harris falls on his helmet, and Hadl gives the 
Packers three years of creditable service, Las Angeles 
will live with its blunder until the franchise vanishes into 


the sea. 
The intriguing element in the deal is the colossal dis­ 
parity in the judgments of the Rams and Green Bay. 
Clearly, Los Angeles pictures Hadl as finished. If he 
is, could the, Packers be such nitwits? Studying John at 
work, were they not convinced he is still functional be­ 
fore giving away five draft choices? 
One side or the other could be spectacularly embar­ 


rassed. 
The skills of aging quarterbacks are not easy to 
read. N orm ally, they don't lose their talent overnight 
but tend to tantalize you, coming up with a big game 
at just about the time you have abandoned all hope for 
them. 
John Bradie tantalized the 49ers fo r years. Sonny 
Jurgensen has done the same at Washington. The Rams 
tried to outguess Roman Gabriel weekly before ship­ 
ping him to Philadelphia. 
If Hadl, or other quarterbacks in their mid-30s, hit a 
cold streak, the problem is ascribed to their age or 
their arm. With a younger thrower, it is lack of ability, 
erratic ism, or inexperience. 
No one wants to 'believe that 'because of improved 
defenses, auarterbacking has become a science less ex­ 
act than ever. 
So, like Transient grape pickers, the throwers are 
shifting from one location to the next, and those re­ 
maining are starting one week and wearing an ear­ 


phone the next. 
Pro football isn't feeling well. It had better take two 
aspirin and go to bed.

Davidson Steps Down in WFL; Fire Will Play 


'CHICAGO CAP) - The' 
threatened withdrawal of 
the Chicago Fire apparently 
forced the immediate resig­ 
nation Tuesday of Gary 
Davidson as commissioner 
of the shaky World Football 
League. 
At an emergency meeting;,, 
Davidson 
submitted his 
resignation and the league's 
Board of Governors named 
Donald J. Regan, WFL 
general 
counsel, 
as 
executive director of the 10- 
member circuit. 
However, it appeared that 
Regan will 
have con­ 
siderably less authority than 
a commissioner and the 
league actually will be1 run 
by its six-member executive 
committee. 


Davidson’s 
resignation 
was a victory for Fire owner 
Tom Origer, whose rumored 
threat to pull his team out of 
the league with three games 
remaining triggered the 
showdown meeting. 
Loss of the Fire franchise, 
one of the new league’s 
strongest, could have collap­ 
sed the entire WTFL setup 
from which financial dif­ 
ficulties 
already 
have 
knocked out two original 
franchises. 
Origer long had opposed 
Davidson ’ s 
regime, but. 
previously failed in a cam­ 
paign to strip him of the 
commissionership. 
“I got across my point,’' 
said Origer at a news con­ 
ference addressed by David­ 


son and John Bassett, Jr., 
owner of the WFL’s Mem­ 
phis entry and chairman of 
the league’s executive com­ 
mittee. 
Origer said the Fire would 
finish the season and added. 
“I'll stay with it.” He 
declined comment on a let­ 
ter he reportedly sent to the 
league 
office 
recently 
stating he would drop the 
Fire out of the league with 
three games left to play. 
Davidson said that while 
stepping down from the com- 
missionership, he would be a 
member of the executive 
committee, chairman of the 
expansion committee and 
become a part owner .and 
governor of the Soutnem 
California Sun. 


Bassett 
declared 
the 
league would finish the 
season and that the league 
office would be shifted from 
Newport Beach, Calif., to 
New York at the end of the 
season. 
Davidson commented: “I 
feel I will be of more 
assistance to the league in a 
club capacity and I prefer to 
be in the selling end of the 
game rather than, at the 
administrative end.” 
Questioned whether the 
WFL was in danger of 
folding 
immediately, 
Bassett said, “The temper of 
this meeting indicated we 
will finish with 10 teams and 
that the playoffs will be con­ 
ducted. 
“Next year we definitely 


plan to run with 10 teams or 
perhaps as many as 14. We 
are not concerned about 
financing. We have a strong 
financial nucleus and intend 
to improve it.” 
Bassett said Regan, as 
league executive director, 
would refer over-all WFL 
problems to the executive 
committee for resolution 
He said “Tom Origer 
placed no pressure” on. 
Davidson or other club 
owners 
for 
the 
com­ 
missioner’s resignation. 
Origer, whose threat, to 
quit the league came after 
his Fire club had played all 
of its 10 home games, said 
the top level restructuring 
and move of the league 
office to New York “cer­ 


tainly should attract 
new sound investors.” 
sortie 


Origer blamed the worst 
year in the nation’s economy 
since World War IF’1 for the 
WFL's struggling first year. 
“With the National Foot­ 
ball League strike as a 
benefit, we thought we d get 
off to a good start.” said 
Origer, 41, wealthy builder 
of oondomintims and suc­ 
cessful real estate operator. 
“But the economy went from 
bad to horrible and paper 
wealth suffered. 
“I can’t conceive of 
another year this bad.” - 
The Fire will play its 
scheduled game with the 
Bell at Philadelphia tonight

the 1966 murder of three men 
in a Paterson, N.J. bar TV 
hearing was scheduled to 
continue Wednesday 
Bello told a packed court­ 
room that he was pressured 
into fingering Carter and 
Artis as the triggermen who 
shot up the Lafayette Bar k 
Grill. He said he identified 
Item as the killers in return 
for a 110.000 reward and the 
dropping of two criminal 
charges against him 
"I told them the car was a 
white Cadillac, and they 
came up with a Dodge.” 
Bello testified "A short time 
after the slaving, Carter and 
Artis 
were 
apprehended 
driving a white Dodge.” 
Bello testified 
Tuesday 
that he had seen two black 
men leaving the Lafayette, 
but was not sure whether 
they were Carter and Artis. 
He 
testified 
that 
police 
“pressured” him into iden­ 
tifying those two men as 
Carter and Artis 
"All I said was I saw two 
black men," Bello said. 
Arthur D. Bradley, who 
also testified against Carter 
at the 1966 trial, appeared at 
the courtroom about four 
hours late, and was reluc­ 
tant to testify. 
But 
when 
warned by 
Superior 
Court 
Judge 
Samuel 
A 
Lamer, who 
presided at the original trial, 
that he faced possible con­ 
tempt charges. Bradley tes­ 
tified, "I didn't see what I 


said I saw 
I didn't see 
Misters Carter and Artis 
that night " 
Bradley 
said 
he 
lied 
because, "I was facing a lot 
of charges,” including rob­ 
bery, car theft and breaking, 
and Bradley said he was told 
that the proper authorities 
involved in his cases would 
help get him easier senten­ 
ces if he testified against 
Carter. 
Bello testified that he was 
told to leave Paterson after 
the trial, and that he was 
under 
severe 
pressure 
during the many hours he 
was 
questioned 
by 
au­ 
thorities. 
"What

was 
saying verbally wasn't get­ 
ting written down on paper." 
Bello said 
Bello was questioned in 
the case because he told 
police he was serving as a

organization, to NFL Com­ 
missioner Pete Rozelle. 
“This was just one of 
several groups bidding for 
the Seattle franchise,” an 
NFL spokesman said. He 
said the league's expansion 
committee was preparing to 
make a report at the club 
meetings. 
Field recommended to the 


NFL that the bid of the Seat­ 
tle 
Professional 
Football 
Club, a group headed by 
Herman 
Sarkowsky. 
be 
accepted 
Meanwhile, at least three 
groups reportedly were bid­ 
ding for the Tampa fran­ 
chise despite the high cost of 
joining the NFL. 
It w as unclear whether the 
NFL club executives would 
lower the asking price on the 
franchises or delay expan­ 
sion. The possibility also 
existed that no immediate 
decisions would be made. 


Still unresolved is a law

ficulties. 
The NFL owners still have 
to negotiate a new contract 
with the Players Association 
following 
the 
preseason 
strike 
that 
reduced the 
exhibition schedule and cut 
back on team profits. 
The rise in the NFL’s 1974 
television revenue to about 
$2 million per team has been 
offset so far by an eight per 
cent drop in attendance. 
Television blackouts remain 
a controversial factor.
